2. The Air Weethor Service ie the only arenoy of its 
hee bsen eeked to avelat in the ecoomplishment of Project 
thet the United States Veathor Bureau has provided information on ball 
lightning. Research projects in which balloons are used end whioh are 
conducted or sponsored by the Army, Kevy or United Stntes Air Foroe nre 
checked by the Intelligences Department of thie Conmnd. These cheoke 
ereususlly made direct from the Projeot “SIGH” Office, MCL 
cheske are distinot from the cheok of synoptic balloon flir mede by 
weather service stations of the ‘Air Force, the Navy and the Departasnt 
ef Commerce, (Ue S..Weather Bureen) requested of Air Werther fervice.
